Pontiac, in recent years a lead¬ 
ing" materials innovator among: 
the automakers, will be first to ‘ 
use a nonmetal bumper. 

The front bumper on all 1968 
Pontiac GTO models will be made 
of plastic, actually a dense syn- 1 
tiietic urethane material that ab- j 
sorbs energy on impact. 

Under development for the past 
tliree years, the bumper, called , 
Eadura, is molded around a steel 
reinforcement about one-eighth i 
inch thick. It is a Pontiac exclu¬ 
sive in 1968 and first of its kind j 
in the industry. 

Pontiac engineers say the bum¬ 
per is functionally superior to I 
any metal bumper now in use. j 
The Endura is mar resistant, j 
When hit under most circum¬ 
stances it will depress, then re¬ 
turn to its original form almost 
immediately. 

If damaged during a severe 
enough impact to leave a dent or 
mark, in most cases the damaged 
area can easily be repaired by . 
any Pontiac dealer. 

The plastic bumper is painted 
the same color as the car ex¬ 
terior, giving it an extended and 
integrated look. According to 
Pontiac stylists it allows a new 
and unique design approach with 
unlimited possibilities for future 
styling. 

The bumper is made by Inland 
Manufacturing Division of Gen¬ 
eral Motors, Dayton, Ohio. It is 
cast by a molding process and 
can be formed to any shape. 

It attaches to the car through 
the metal reinforcement which 
has two flanges that are bolted to 
regular bumper bars that project 
from the car frame. 

An important factor will be the 
cost to replace the plastic bumper. 
It could have a bearing on in¬ 
surance costs, since bumpers are 
the most often replaced parts on 
cal's, accounting for a significant 
part of insurance money spent 
for damages.

Richard E. McLaughlin today 
called attention to the beginning 
of the Fall Inspection Period for 
all Massachusetts registered mo¬ 
tor vehicles.

Motorists are 
urged NOT to delay in having 
their vehicles checked for safe 
driving. 

Registrar McLaughlin also di¬ 
rected attention to the serious¬ 
ness of being involved in the il¬ 
legal use or procurement of Of¬ 
ficial Inspection Stickers. 

To emphasize his remarks, the 
Registrar cited a recent case in 
which the defendant was charged 
with receiving stolen property— 
a quantity of stickers which had 
been stolen in a local community. 


•‘The defendants was success¬ 
fully prosecuted by Munktipall 
Police and Registry Investigators 
and the Court imposed a fine otf 
$500 as a penalty/' said the Reg¬ 
istrar. 

“The heavy fine is a strong 
indication of the attitude of our 
Courts and Judges in dealing 
with crimes involving the mis¬ 
use of official stickers,” stated 
Registrar McLaughlin.
